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Reasons of Allowance 

The Status of Claims 

Claims 1-5, and 7-9 are pending. 
Claims 1-5 and 7-9 are allowed. 

I. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The rejection of Claims 1-5 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Thorsten et al (translated version of WO/0216304) has been withdrawn 
due to Dr. Guenther's Declaration filed on 6/03/10 which shows that the method of Muh ( 
the prior art Thorsten et al ) requires at most 6 bar or higher than 6 bar to achieve the 
short reaction time of 12 hours in comparison with the claimed invention which uses a 
normal pressure range ( 800 to 1200mbar) for achieving the short reaction time; which is 
an unexpected result; thus, it would have been unobvious to skilled artisan in the art to 
arrive at the claimed invention by the routine modification of the pressure range of the 
prior art. 

Remarks : By the time that the examiner processes this application for its allowance, it is 
advised that the electronic copy of the foreign priority document DE 10337885.5 from the EPO 
is still not in the file.
